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Bus monitor charged with menacing 

Woman allegedly pushes child's face into seat, tears up another child's homework

A school bus monitor 
was charged with menacing 
and harassment Monday for 
allegedly pushing the face of 
a 12-year-old student into a 


seat and tearing up another 
12-year-old’s school papers, 
according to documents 
obtained by The Anderson 
News. 

Melinda R. Owens, 41, 
of 210 Forrest Drive, Law¬ 


renceburg was issued a sum¬ 
mons to appear in Anderson 
District Court following an 
investigation by the Ander¬ 
son County Sheriff’s Office. 

She was not taken into 
custody. 


According to a criminal 
complaint, Owens, “with the 
intent to intimidate, harass, 
annoy or alarm” one of the 
12-year-old boys, “subjected 
him to physical contact by 
placing her hand on his face 


and pushing his face into the 
bus seat.” 

The complaint also states 
that Owens approached 
the other 12-year-old boy 
in a threatening manner.

The instrument has yet to be 
invented that will accurately mea¬ 
sure the impact Chief Mike Barnes 
has had on fighting fires in Ander¬ 
son County. 

Barnes confirmed Monday 
that he will retire Nov. 15, leav¬ 
ing behind a legacy that includes 
taking what can be generously 
described as a modest county fire 
district and turning it into one that 
is emulated across Kentucky. 

“It’s been coming for a while,” 
Barnes said. “My wife and I have 
been discussing since May.” 

The void he leaves will be tough 
to fill. Barnes is a seemingly vir¬ 


tual presence at every fire scene, 
car wreck or emergency, regardless 
the day or time. 

“The fire district will be hard- 
pressed to find someone like him,” 
said Bart Powell, the city and 
county’s director of emergency 
management who has known 
Powell through much of his career. 
“He’s dedicated 24-7, and finding 
someone with that level of dedica¬ 
tion won’t be easy.” 

“They say everyone can be 
replaced but I think we’ve actually 
found someone who can’t,” said 
Anderson County Sheriff Troy 
Young. “Fire Chief Mike has been 
law enforcement’s best friend and

Water lines, 
fire hydrants 
called into 
question 

Resident angered after 
main break floods garage

When a water main broke in front 
of his South Main Street last week, Ed 
Ruggles said it was just one example of 
many infrastructure concerns to which 
the city has turned a blind eye. 

The break allowed water to flow into 
his lawn, down his driveway run into 
his garage. Although Ruggles said noth¬ 
ing in his garage was damaged, he did 
say it was the inconvenience of having 
to take everything out and hose it down. 

Ruggles, who has owned his home 
since the 1970s, said there have been 
several issues with a sewer line that 
runs through his property that he said 
can cause a half-acre length of pooled 
water in his backyard after a hard rain. 
He said he used to grow strawberries in 
his backyard, but has long since aban¬ 
doned gardening due to the common 
occurrence of sewer line flooding. 

Ruggles said he feels the city should 
consider infrastructure more of a prior¬ 
ity.

‘There ought to be a 
master plan for water, 
sewage and drainage,” he 
said. “The city seems to 
fix everything by piece¬ 
meal and nobody seems 
to care.” 

Ruggles also said 
there seems to be more 
of a reactive approach to 
the city’s infrastructure 
needs. 

“They only address 
it if something happens 
and they have to fix it,” 
he said. 

Larry Hazlett, city 
public works director, 
said he estimates the 
water main pipe that 
busted on South Main 
Street to was installed 
sometime in the 70s 
when there was a lot of 
infrastructure upgrades 
in the city, including 
underground pipes and 
fire hydrants. 

Though Hazlett said 
there is no master plan 
for infrastructure, the 
city does keep track 
of the areas where it 
has had problems and 
attempts to figure the 
necessary improvements 
when considering the 
annual budget in April. 

The most recent 
underground line 
replacements were on 
Ballard Street, which 
cost the city about 
$63,000. The project typi¬ 
cally entails removing 
the old cast iron line and 
replacing it with mainte¬ 
nance-free PVC lines. 

Hazlett said the South 
Main Street lines would 
eventually be on the 
slate for replacement as 
well. 

Fire hydrant replace¬ 
ment is also part of the 
city’s infrastructure 
maintenance. The most 
recent fire hydrant 
replacement was on 
Saffell Street. Hazlett 
estimated the hydrant 
dated back to the 1960s. 

Hazlett said the city 
gets most of the informa¬ 


tion on what hydrants 
need to be replaced dur¬ 
ing a biannual hydrant 
flushing, conducted by 
the Lawrenceburg Fire 
Department. 

Hume said the city 
follows the National Fire 
Protection Association 
color markings for the 
top of the hydrants to let 
firefighters know about 
the flow of the particu¬ 
lar hydrant. Blue means 
the flow is “very good” at 
1,500 gallons per minute 
or more. This is the best 
hydrant flow. 

Green is the next best 
at 1,000-1,499 gallons per 
minute. Orange is below 
the green at a “marginal¬ 
ly adequate” flow of 500- 
999 gallons per minute 
and red is the worst flow 
with below 500 gallons 
per minute. 

The process of mark¬ 
ing the hydrants is also 
for the city Insurance 
Services Organization 
(ISO) rating, which 
affects homeowners’ 
insurance premiums. 

The majority of the 
hydrants on Main Street 
have orange tops. Hume 
said he wasn’t sure 
exactly how old the fire 
hydrants on Main Street 
are, but he knows they 
are among the oldest in 
the city. 

Though the hydrants 
on Main Street mostly 
do not have an excellent 


flow, Hume said there 
are newer hydrants 
behind the courthouse 
that would be used in 
the event of a fire on 
Main Street. 

There are five 
hydrants with green 
tops from Court Street 
to Waterfill Street and 
at least two hydrants 
with green tops near 
the Lawrenceburg 
Green on West Alley 
Street. There is also a 
green top hydrant with 
adequate flow at the 
corner of Woodford and 
Main streets. 

Hume said there has 
not been a fire on Main 
Street for quite some 
time, but if needed, 
firefighters can use 
portable hydrants and 
special long hoses to get 
to the hydrants with 
adequate flow. The 
county fire department 
also has a truck that 
hauls around 1,000 gal¬ 
lons of water that they 
city would be able to 
utilize. Though it’s not 
ideal circumstances, 
Hume said fire depart¬ 
ment has practiced and 
is prepared in the event 
of a fire on Main Street. 

“We have some anti¬ 
quated hydrants in the 
city,” said Hume. “The 
city is aware of that.”

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Hazmat training continues

Bart Powell is taking no 
chances when it comes to pro¬ 
tecting those who serve under 
him. 

Although he’s quick to point 
out that there remains a “small 
possibility” of Ebola crop¬ 
ping up locally the city and 
county director of emergency 
management is nevertheless 
continuing to train his first 
responders to put on and take 
off their hazardous material 
gear to avoid contracting the 
deadly virus. 

“We’ve seen issues at a 
health care facility on training 
to use the equipment, and I’m 
just ensuring that we aren’t 
the one’s untrained to use it. 

“It’s about getting into and 
out of the suits without con¬ 
taminating the wearer.” 

Powell said last week that 
he has met with police, fire, 
city and county officials at 
least twice about being pre¬ 
pared for Ebola, and intends to 
continue having those meet¬ 
ings in coming weeks. 

“We’re not running scared, 
but it’s my job to make sure 
we’re prepared,” Powell said 
Monday afternoon following 
the first of five training ses¬ 
sions he has scheduled with 
his staff.

“grabbed his poster board and ripped 
it into pieces and was yelling in his 
face.” 

The incident occurred Sept. 26 at 
around 2:30 p.m. 

Anderson County Schools Super¬ 
intendent Sheila Mitchell confirmed 
Monday afternoon that Owens is no 
longer employed by the district. 

Mitchell said she accepted Owens’ 
letter of resignation “a day or two” 
after the alleged incident. 

“It was investigated at the district 
level and turned over to law enforce¬ 
ment,” Mitchell said. “It’s currently in 
the hands of the county attorney.” 


Mitchell said the incident was 
brought to her attention by Jeff 
Young, the district’s transportation 
director. 

Anderson County Sheriff Troy 
Young said his office was notified by 
the school district and that the inves¬ 
tigation was conducted by deputy 
Paul Blackhurst, who serves as one of 
the school district’s resource officers. 

“The district handled it in the 
proper way,” Young said. 

Owens was issued the summons 
Monday afternoon by Det. Bryan 
Taylor of the Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office. 

She is not scheduled to appear in 
Anderson District Court until Dec. 4 
at 9 a.m.

Had I a dime for every time I’ve been asked to handicap 
the outcomes, I could retire to my tree stand in perpetuity 
in search of a never-ending hunting season. 

I don’t forecast or predict elections but I do consider fac¬ 
tors that may or may not sway the final outcomes. One factor 
I’ve pondered is the effect of those maddening (to me at least) 
straight party ticket voters so devoted to one party or the other 
that they won’t even consider getting off 
their self-assigned reservation, with one 
notable exception.

Venison is tasty fresh, canned or dried 


enison adds variety 
to meals. 

When 
properly han¬ 
dled in the field 
and at home, it’s 
tasty and less 
expensive than 
other meats. 

It can be 
eaten fresh or 
preserved for 
use throughout Guest columnist 

the year. It can - 

be frozen as 
steaks, roasts or 
sausage or preserved by can¬ 
ning or drying. 

Use care when field¬ 
dressing the deer to avoid 
contaminating the carcass. 
Cool the carcass to 35 to 40 
degrees as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. If desired, the meat 
can be aged for several days 
at 40 degrees or less to allow 
enzymes to tenderize the 
meat. It is not advised to age 
venison in warm weather, 
since bacteria can grow 
quickly to unsafe levels. 
Store fresh venison in the 
refrigerator at 40 degrees 
or lower and use roasts or 
steaks within three to five 
days, ground venison within 
one to two days. 

Before freezing venison, 
trim off fat and clean the 
cuts so that they are ready 
for end use. Fat will go ran¬ 


cid sooner and often has a 
gamey flavor. Use bags or 
wrap designed for freezing 
and push out as much air as 
possible from the package 
before sealing. Seal, label 
and date each package and 
freeze quickly at 0 degrees 
F or below. For best quality, 
use roasts and steaks within 
six to nine months, ground 
venison within three 
months. When ready to use, 
thaw meat in the refrig¬ 
erator or microwave oven, 
never at room temperature. 

To safely can venison, use 
a pressure canner and fol¬ 
low research-based recipes 
and processing times. There 
are no safe options for pro¬ 
cessing venison in a boiling 
water bath canner. Trim 
meat of gristle, bruised spots 
and fat before canning. Fat 
left on the meat will melt 
during processing and may 
interfere with jar sealing. 

For more information 
on safely canning venison 
and other meats, contact the 
Anderson County Extension 
office or visit the National 
Center for Home Food Pres¬ 
ervation website at http:// 
nchfp.uga.edu/. 

Venison can be made into 
jerky, a dried meat product 
that requires no refrigera¬ 
tion. Drying removes the 
moisture that bacteria need 


to grow, but to ensure safe, 
good-tasting homemade 
jerky, research-based rec¬ 
ommendations must be 
followed. The meat should 
be frozen at 0 degrees F or 
below for at least 30 days 
before drying, to kill para¬ 
sites. If desired, the meat can 
be marinated to increase 
flavor and tenderness. To 
kill bacteria and reduce the 
risk of food poisoning, the 
jerky should be heated to 
160 degrees either before or 
after drying. For more infor¬ 
mation on making jerky 
safely at home, visit the 
National Center for Home 
Food Preservation website 
at http://nchfp.uga.edu/ 
how/dry/jerky.html. 

Canning meat is easy. It’s 
one way to preserve food for 
those times when the power 
might be off. It’s also an 
easy way to have some meat 
ready to use when you have 
to make a quick meal. Con¬ 
tact the Anderson County 
Extension Office at 502-839- 
7271 if you are interested 
in taking a class on canning 
meat.

G enerally manu¬ 
facturers recom¬ 
mend a two-year 
storage period for pesti¬ 
cides. However, storage 
times vary with active 
ingredient, formulation, 
type of container, and 
storage conditions. 

Get the most out of 
carry-over products by 


carefully reading the 
storage and disposal sec¬ 
tion of each label for 
pesticides that you store 
over the winter. 

Proper pesticide storage 

Proper pesticide stor¬ 
age keeps people safe 
and preserves your 
investment. Buy care¬ 


fully to avoid having 
large volumes of prod¬ 
ucts to store from one 
season to another. 

• Choose a cool, dry, 
well-ventilated storage 
area that will remain 
between 40 degrees and 
100 degrees Fahrenheit. 
This area must have

adequate lighting so that labels can 
be read easily and containers can be 
checked regularly for leaks, corrosion, 
or deterioration. Each storage site 
must have a supply of clean water 
and an eyewash dispenser immedi¬ 
ately available for emergencies. 

• Secure the site to keep unauthor¬ 
ized people out. Post signs on doors 
and windows to alert people that pes¬ 
ticides are stored there. 

• The floor of the storage site 
should be made of sealed cement, 
glazed ceramic tile, no-wax sheet 
flooring, or another easily cleaned 
material. Have spill clean-up materi¬ 
als available. 

• Store pesticides in their original 
containers. Never put them in con¬ 
tainers that might cause children and 
other people to mistake them for food 
or drink. 

• Keep liquids on lower shelves 
and dry formulations above them. 
Keep herbicides, insecticides, and 
fungicides in separate areas to avoid 
picking up the wrong product and 
to avoid contamination. Store com¬ 
bustible pesticides away from open 
flames and other heat sources. Vola¬ 
tile pesticides should be stored apart 
from other types of pesticides, other 
chemicals, feed, and seed. 

• Inspect the storage site to deter¬ 
mine the likely path of pesticides 
in case of spills, leaks, drainage of 
equipment wash water, and heavy 


pesticide runoff from firefighting or 
Hoods. 

• Keep an up-to-date inventory of 
stored pesticides. The inventory list 
also will aid in insurance settlements 
and in estimating future pesticide 
needs. Mark each pesticide container 
with the date of purchase before it is 
stored. Use older materials first. 

Kentucky Department of Agri¬ 
cultural (KDA) Chemical Collections 
Program 

The KDA program deals only with 
unwanted agricultural pesticides. It 
does not include such items as motor 
oils, cleaners, paint, antifreeze, or 
industrial chemicals. There is no cost 
to farmers to dispose of old chemi¬ 
cals. Over-pack supplies, transporting 
of unwanted chemicals and their 
disposal is paid for by the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture. 

KDA field representatives will 
come to your farm to package, 
load and transport the unwanted 
chemicals from your farm. Once the 
unwanted chemicals leave the farm, 
they are then taken to an approved 
landfill or incinerator for proper dis¬ 
posal, thus reducing or eliminating 
the potential for pollution to the land 
and waters of Kentucky. 

Call the KDA at 800-327-6568 or 
502-573-0282 to take advantage of this 
service. You may be put on a waiting 
list for chemical collection disposal 
due to budget limitations.

edly lied to in an airport question¬ 
naire, while in the process of flying 
from Liberia to Dallas, that he was 
never in contact with any individuals 
with Ebola, according to Binyah Kes- 
selly chairman of the Liberia Airport 
Authority Duncan later died at a Dal¬ 
las hospital on Oct. 8. 

While Duncan was treated, two 
nurses, Nina Pham and Amber Joy 
Kinson, were later to found to have 
contracted Ebola. CDC said the nurses 
“broke protocol.” It’s not completely 
certain how the nurses, who were 
wearing the required protective gear, 
contracted Ebola. It’s speculated that 
the nurses most likely incorrectly 
removed the protective gear and 
became in contact with Duncan’s 
bodily fluids. 

It was easily pawned off as one 
nurse’s error when Pham became ill. 
But when the CDC cleared the second 
nurse to travel on a flight to Cleve¬ 
land, you have to begin to wonder if 
there really was any concrete pro¬ 
tocol. CDC Spokesman David Daigle 
said Kinson spoke to a CDC official 
responsible for monitoring her health 
and was given the OK to fly since her 
temperature was below 100.4 at the 
time and did not show any symptoms. 
Apparently, the CDC protocol isn’t to 
err on the side of caution. The virus 
has a 21-day incubation period. Hon¬ 
estly, would it have hurt to just quar¬ 
antine anyone who was in contact 
with Duncan’s bodily fluids to know 
for sure that they’re OK? 

We have been told numerous times 


from the CDC that Ebola is not con¬ 
tagious until that person exhibits 
symptoms. If this is the case, why did 
the CDC spend so much time track¬ 
ing down the more than 100 passen¬ 
gers on Kinson’s flight to Cleveland? 

We’re told that Ebola is highly 
contagious yet hard to catch because 
you have to be in contact directly 
with an infected person’s bodily flu¬ 
ids. Though, I will say, highly conta¬ 
gious yet hard to catch, is a confusing 
statement in itself. 

A 2012 study conducted by Dr. 
Gary Kobinger proved that direct 
contact was not necessary to transmit 
Ebola. The study found that infected 
pigs in a completely separate cage 
managed to spread Ebola to monkeys 
in the lab. Kobinger said he thought 
this was from “water droplets” in the 
air. So this means even a sneeze or 
cough could potentially spread Ebola. 

There has been a lot of confusion 
over the facts, protocols and level 
of contagiousness from the CDC 
that has hurt the public’s trust in 
the agency’s expertise to protect the 
American people. The mistrust, has 
in turn, fallen on the Obama admin¬ 
istration. Obama has fallen under his 
fair share of scrutiny for not issuing 
a travel ban of the countries affected 
by Ebola. 

According to the World Health 
Organization, the total number of 
Ebola cases is nearly 9,000 with 4,500 
deaths and a 70 percent mortality 
rate. I’m less concerned with a major 
Ebola outbreak in the U.S. as I am in 
the breakdown of trust in the Obama 
administration and the CDC. That, 

I’m not sure we can recover from.

Police conduct compliance checks on sex

Registered sex offenders 
in Anderson County got the 
once-over earlier this month 
by local, state and federal law 
enforcement to ensure they 
are obeying the rules. 

Of 32 people checked in 
Anderson County, no arrests 
were made in a sweep dubbed 
‘‘Operation Whiskey River,” 
which included checks made 
here along with Mercer, Scott 
and Woodford counties. One 
sex offender remains under 
investigation as the result of 
the check, but charges have 
not been filed, according to 
Anderson County Sheriff 
Troy Young. 

Those convicted of com¬ 
mitting sexual offenses must 
register their locations and 
other information into a state¬ 
wide database that is moni¬ 
tored by law enforcement. 

On Oct. 8 and 9, the Ander¬ 


son County Sheriff’s Office 
teamed with the Loren Carl 
of the United States Marshal 
Service, the Kentucky State 
Police and the Lawrenceburg 
Police Department to perform 
location checks on those regis¬ 
tered here. 

Carl and law enforcement 
agencies from across the 
region held a news confer¬ 
ence Monday morning at the 
Anderson Extension building 
to announce the results. 

Carl said the compliance 
checks are important to keep 
convicted sex offenders in 
line and to protect the public. 

“If they’re not doing what 
they’re supposed to do, they’re 
going to jail,” said Carl, noting 
that of the 137 regional com¬ 
pliance checks, four arrests 
were made. 

“They don’t know when 
we’re coming. 

Young said working with 
the U.S. Marshall’s office and 
Lawrenceburg Police Depart¬ 


ment to conduct the checks is 
vital. 

“We had three teams that 
covered the county complete¬ 
ly in one day,” Young said. “It’s 
very helpful having the Mar¬ 
shal Service. When you have 


them knocking on your door, 
it definitely has an impact.” 

Young said he has two 
deputies on staff assigned as 
special deputies to the U.S. 

“It doesn’t matter what 
color uniform you wear,” said 


offenders 

Carl. “We’re all united in this 
effort. The damage caused 
by this type of crime affects 
entire generations.” 

The compliance checks 
are much more thorough 
than just opening a registered 
offender’s door and verifying 
residency. 

“We’re very thorough,” 

Carl said. “Sometimes we find 
marijuana or weapons, which 
they can’t have if they’re 
convicted felons. In one case, a 
guy had 10 guns.” 

Carl said computers are 
also checked, including for 
child pornography and other 
items. 

“If we don’t go out and 
do these checks, they get 
involved in other crime and 
then go back to sex offense 
crimes,” he said, “because they 
don’t think we’re coming.”

friend and will be truly 
missed” 

Professionally Barnes 
has only known public 
service, starting out in 
the back of an ambu¬ 
lance and working his 
way to his current posi¬ 
tion. 

‘The day 1 graduated 
from high school 1 had a 
job waiting for me with 
the Woodford County 
ambulance service,” said 
Barnes, who worked 
there as an emergency 
medical technician for 
10 years along with vol¬ 
unteering for the Ver¬ 
sailles Fire Department. 

Barnes joined the 
Lexington Fire Depart¬ 
ment in 1985, working 
his way up the ladder 
before retiring as a top 
step captain six and half 
years ago. 

During that time he 
lived in Lawrenceburg 
and spent 13 years as 
a volunteer with the 
Anderson County Fire 
Department, which 
helped prepare him to 
take over as chief 10 
years ago. 

The agency was a 
far cry from what it is 



today. Barnes said mod-

strong working relation¬ 


ships with other first 
responders was a top pri¬ 
ority from the start. 

“When I started here 
the department was 
kind of a closed door 
organization,” Barnes 
said. “We took the grunt 
of a lot of disparaging 
comments from the 
public, as far as the 
quality of our efforts, 
so to speak, and gener¬ 
ally weren’t very well 
respected or looked at in 
a very good light.” 

When he was named 
chief, Barnes set out to 
change all that by first 
conducting a full survey 
of what he had to work 
with followed by imple¬ 
menting a plan of action 
to be more involved 
with other first respond¬ 
ers. 

“We started break¬ 
ing down those walls,” 
Barnes said. 

“That’s one of the 
biggest things, bring¬ 
ing the different local 
agencies together,” said 
Kip Halvorson, who has 
worked with Barnes 
for at least 10 years and 
currently serves as trea¬ 


surer of the Anderson 
Fire District. “That’s one 
thing we didn’t have 
when he stepped up.” 

The results of those 
efforts have been 
remarkable. Barnes has 
helped guide a depart¬ 
ment that he said once 
had to beg and borrow 
for supplies and equip¬ 
ment into one that is 
equipped with the tools 
need to keep residents — 
and the volunteers who 
serve under him — safe. 

Barnes said the dis¬ 
trict has replaced four 
of the six tankers in ser¬ 
vice when he came on 
board, along with a new 
engine at Station 3. 

“We’ve upgraded our 
gear to the grade of gear 
most paid departments 
are using around here,” 
he said. “We’ve upgrad¬ 
ed our air packs to the 
best you can buy.” 

Perhaps his crown¬ 
ing achievement will 
be the one that sends 
him into retirement: 
a sparkling new Sta¬ 
tion 4 fire hall that is 
schedule to open next 
month, which replaces 


an aging, obsolete build¬ 
ing that included no 
running water and was 
literally falling apart. 

Finding the next 
chief will be up the 
Anderson County Fire 
District Board, and 
Barnes said he’s been 
asked to assist with that 
decision. 

“He’s done so much 
for this fire depart¬ 
ment,” said Halvorson. 
“The next person who 
takes chief, he set that 
person up for success.” 

Barnes won’t, howev¬ 
er, be hanging around 
the boardroom or fire 
halls in retirement. 

“If the old guy is 
there in some capacity, 
the possibility of the 
transition not going 
smoothly is there,” he

said. “You need to be 
absent for at least a 
while so that transition 
can take place without 
the input of someone 
else.” 

That isn’t to say 
Barnes will be seen sit¬ 
ting on the back porch 
of his Honeysuckle 
Estates home, sipping 
coffee with his feet up. 

“My future plans are 
to spend a lot more time 


with my wife and work 
on the long list of things 
that have accumu¬ 
lated during the past 10 
years,” he said. 

“Once I get to the end 
of that list, I hope to 
chisel out some time to 
do a little more travel¬ 
ing and see America 
from the back roads. I’m 
definitely not going to 
go home and sit on the 
couch... that’s not me.” 


What also isn’t him 
is the notion that he’ll 
pull up roots and retire 
to the mountains or a 
beach. 

“I’m not planning to 
leave the community,” 
he said. “This is the first 
place I’ve been that ever 
really felt like home. I’m 
staying right here.”

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Church localizes mission efforts to repair homes

Growing up in a 
housing project in 
Shelby ville, Glenn Corn, 
pastor of Glensboro 
Baptist Church, said he 
knows firsthand about 
the struggles of a low- 
income family. 

“It’s tougher to get 
than it is to give,” said 
Corn. 

In the past, members 
of the congregation 
participated in Red Bird 
Mission Work lin Bever¬ 
ly during the summer to 
provide home repairs for 
low-income residents. 
The trip was costly at 
$360 per person. Three 
years ago. Corn decided 
to launch a similar mis¬ 
sion in Lawrenceburg 
to use funds to benefit 
local homeowners. He 
calls it Home Mission 
Week. 

The majority of the 
funds for the Home Mis¬ 
sion Week were raised 
during the church’s 
annual fish fry. This 
year it raised $2,881 to go 
toward materials needed 
for home repairs. 

This year, during the 
week of fall break, more 
than 31 individuals were 
involved in the home 
mission work. Some 
came to the church at 
5:30 a.m. to cook break¬ 
fast, fix lunch and oth¬ 
ers lent their talents to 
home repairs. 

Early in the week, the 
group power washed the 
Sunset Hills Personal 
Care Home, an assisted 
living facility. On 
Wednesday, it cleaned 
and repaired siding on a 
private residence. Volun¬ 
teers worked on around 
nine homes this year. 

The volunteers were 
made up of a wide vari¬ 
ety from retired individ¬ 
uals to 10-year-old Tyler 
Hawkins, who decided 
to help his grandmother, 
Vickie Hawkins, and do 
something productive 
with his fall break. 

Vickie Hawkins said 
she usually does fun 
things with her grand¬ 
son like jumping on a 
trampoline or hanging 
out at the park, but 
decided the mission 
work would be a good 
lesson for him to learn 
about giving back to 
others. 

“I’m surprised. I 
thought maybe he’d 
get bored, but he’s stood 
right beside me and did 
everything I did,” she 
said. “He’s a hard worker. 
I love that we have the

opportunity to serve 
people in our commu¬ 


nity.” 

Vickie Hawkins said 
she’d like to take Tyler 
to do mission work with 
her in Haiti. Seeing his 
hard work during the 
home mission solidified 
her decision. 

“He’s mature enough, 
he could handle it,” she 
said. 

Vickie has a passion 
for mission work and 
helping others. 

“I’ve been Christian 
all my life, but I’ve been 
closer to God the last 20 
years than ever. He’s not 
done with me yet,” she 
said with a smile. 

Rick Peach, who 
several members of the 
congregation called a 
“walking miracle,” also 
volunteered his time. 
About a year ago, he had 
a heart attack while in 
the woods putting up a 
deer stand. Though he 
was hurt and alone, he 
managed to somehow 
get himself out of the 
woods to get help. 

Once at the hospital, 
doctors found tumor 
on his heart and said 
his chances at survival 
were slim. 

As a result of the 
complications of the 
heart attack. Peach has 
had to relearn every¬ 
thing from walking to 
speech. 

Peach watched other 
men climb a ladder 
with ease and install 
siding on a home. 

“I used to be able to

do all of this,” said Peach 
with a disappointed look 
on his face. “It’s hard.” 

He said he was terri¬ 
fied when he had to be 
cut open, couldn’t talk, 
drive or work outside. 

“I almost died. I just 
want to help everybody 
and do the best I can 
now,” he said. 

On Wednesday, he 
had a sore throat from 
working outside in the 
cold the previous day 
but kept working any¬ 
way. Sometimes he said 
he gets frustrated he 
can’t do the things he 
used to be able to do, but 
what’s important is that 
he is using his time on 
Earth to do good. 

Jerry Curtsinger, 
whose trade is primarily 
masonry, said he loves 
the fellowship of the 
Home Mission Week. 

Vickie Hawkins said 
Curtsinger is a great 
mentor. 

“He’s always trying 
to take a young person 
under his wing to teach 
what he knows,” she 
said. 


Teresa Curtsinger, 
who helped cook for 
the volunteers, said the 
mission gives members 
of the congregation an 
opportunity to share 
their faith with others. 

“There’s a lot of good 
that can be done. If they 
see God in you, it’s a lit¬ 
tle easier to understand,” 
said Curtsinger. 

She said a lot people 
have come to know the 
lord through the Home 
Mission and sometimes 
even join the church 
also. She said each year 
the number of volun¬ 


teers grows. 

During Christmas, 
they have an Angel Tree 
to accept donations for 
Christmas for impover¬ 
ished families and they 
cook a big Thanksgiving 
dinner and invite every¬ 
one in the community.

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NEW BRIDGE AT TYRONE 

Bridge workers were pouring concrete on the three-span bridge over Bailey's Run Creek at Tyrone in September, 1963. The concrete was brought to the site in mixer trucks like one 
at the left, dumped into a bucket and swung out where it was needed by the crane. The floor of the two-lane span was to be 24 feet wide and 206 feet long. Cost of the bridge was 
$142,861.20. Dirt-filled approaches to the bridge had been almost completed. The photograph was taken from the old iron bridge that served the Tyrone community since 1908 accord¬ 
ing to Mrs. J.V. Patterson, who lived in Tyrone. Below is a picture of the new steel bridge into Tyrone in 1908.

Dad's death fosters deeper trust in God

T he article I wrote 
for last week’s edi¬ 
tion of The 
Anderson 
News told 
of my 
dad’s quiet 
battle with 
cancer 
and his 
testimony 
to the 
enduring 
grace of 
God in his life. Ironically 
that was also the day I 
preached at his funeral. 
On Saturday Oct. 11, 
my dad lost his six-year 
battle with cancer. We 
laid his body to rest last 
Wednesday the day this 
paper ran that article 
wherein I wrote about 
the faith with which he 
faced his cancer, and his 
trust in the God who was 
the source and object of 
his faith. 

My dad has been 
in heaven a week Sat¬ 


urday. His faith has 
been turned into sight 
and, as the song goes, 

I can only imagine 
the rejoicing that has 
taken place in the 
presence of the angels 
since his arrival. 

It has been a very 
difficult adjustment. 
They say that hind¬ 
sight is 20/20, and 
boy is that the truth. 
However, no matter 
the questions I have 
and the uncertainties 
I feel the truth remains 
that he had battled 
cancer for six years, his 
body was tired, and it 
was time for him to com¬ 
plete his sojourn here on 
planet Earth. 

I am learning a lesson 
that I thought I already 
knew: how to trust 
God with everything, 
even when very little 
of it makes sense. As a 
preacher of the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ, I speak a 
lot about trusting God; 


so much so it may have 
become a talking point 
rather than a practical 
outworking of my own 
personal faith. 

My dad’s passing 
has stirred within me 
a newfound awareness 
of my own mortality. 

One day - unless Christ 
returns beforehand - my 
sons will lay my body to 
rest. I do not know when 
this will be, but when it 
happens I want to leave 
behind a legacy like 
that of my dad: one of 


humility, meekness and 
a sincere faith in God 
Almighty. 

I am learning to trust 
God like my dad did. I 
am learning to trust him 
with my wife and sons. I 
am learning to trust him 
with the many concerns 
of this world. I am learn¬ 
ing to trust him with my 
own eventual demise. 

I am learning to take 
my hands off of these 
things and leave them 
where they need to be: 
in the caring, loving. 


wise hands of my Heav¬ 
enly Father. 

English poet George 
Herbert once wrote that 
“death used to be an 
executioner, but the gos¬ 
pel has made him just 
a gardener.” I like that. 
My dad loved life; but he 
did not fear death. None 
of God’s children should 
fear the means He uses 
to bring us into his pres¬ 
ence. We should, how¬ 
ever, fear leaving this 
world not ready to meet 
the one who created us 
for his glory. 

By learning to trust 
God with the details of 
life, we will enjoy the 
living of life more. And 
when suffering, afflic¬ 
tion and tragedy come 
our way we will be able 
to say, as King David 


did in Psalm 23, “Even 
though I walk through 
the valley of the shadow 
of death, I will fear no 
evil, for you are with 
me; your rod and your 
staff, they comfort me.” 
God never promised to 
keep us out of the valley, 
but to be with us in the 
midst of the valley. 

The valley is all-too 
real. But so are peace 
and the grace of God in 
Christ. Learn to trust 
God with everything 
- don’t hold anything 
back. You will be glad 
you did; he will always 
do right because he is 
always good.

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God says wives much more than mere 'gifts' 


T he following is in 
response to faith 
columnist’s Brian 
Owens’ col¬ 
umn titled 
“Husbands 
should treat 
wives as 
gifts from 
God,’ which 
appeared in 
the Sept. 24 
edition of 
The Ander¬ 
son News. 

1 found 
this article 
quite chal¬ 
lenging, to say the least. 
It is for sure a very 
positive view of wives, 
which is most needed 
these days. However, the 
account found in the 
scriptures reveals that 
our creator, God, pres¬ 
ents a far greater view 
of “wives/women” than 
as mere gifts. 

If I may, I would like 
very much to dig deeper 
into the subject with the 
hope of shedding a bit 
of light and a bit more 
insight on the problem. 

To do this I am going 
to presume a couple of 
things before I start. 
First, when Brian uses 
the word “God” in the 
narrative that he is in 
fact referring to the 
biblical view of God the 
creator. When I use it 
in the remainder of my 
comments—that is my 
view of God. 

Secondly, that the 
NFL stories and the sta¬ 
tistics he refers to about 
our culture both: the 
world’s culture (unbe¬ 
lieving man) and the 
religious culture (believ- 
ing-unbeliever man) are 
true, but they are not 
true of spiritual man in 
a right relationship with 
his creator. 

That problem is only 
the very tip of the ice¬ 
berg in our society today. 

To grasp the view I’d 
like to share we need to 
see that there are three 
levels of understanding 
about wives/woman 
in regard to husbands/ 
man. There are three 
levels of husbands/man: 
“believing-spiritual 
man” - “unbelieving 
man” - “believing-unbe- 
liever man.” You cannot 
mix the “believing- 
spiritual man” and his 
responsibilities with the 
“unbelieving man” and 
“believing-unbeliever 
man (religious man)” 
and have the clarity 
and benefits from what 
Brian addresses. There is 
a significant difference. 
The “unbelieving man” 
has no basis for viewing 
wives/woman as the 
author refers to because 
- in his mind he is God - 
he determines the rules 
as they fit his selfish 
position. And, in the 
“believing-unbeliever’s” 
case, he has a standard 
in scripture, but because 
of lack of understand¬ 
ing of who he is in his 
new identity he simply 
thinks he has to do it on 
his own and under his 
own strength. Of course 
the result in both cases 
is predetermined - fail¬ 
ure every time. 

Neither therefore can 
he ever fulfill the cre¬ 
ator’s desires for wives/ 
woman - either because 
they don’t believe there 
is a God or because of 
their ignorance of their 
true identity as one of 
God’s family. 

Though there is only 
one truth as presented 
by the creator through 
the written scripture - 
there is a reason why 
the above latter two 


groups cannot and will 
not fulfill that original 
intent. 

After reading the 
article several times I 
have concluded that it 
really ended up refer¬ 
ring to only the first 
level - the “believer- 
spiritual man.” Though 
what was mentioned is 
good and worth consid¬ 
eration, once one moves 
to that position the 
other two levels will not 
be able to relate. 

God originally creat¬ 
ed Adam/man - which 
when examined closely 
has little to do with the 
concept of gift. To make 
sure I wasn’t being criti¬ 
cal, I have spoken with 
several men I know 
and ask them to simply 
define their understand¬ 
ing for the word gift. 

To the letter each said, 
“something I get and use 
as I see fit.” That is a far 
cry from the intent for 
wives/women that the 
creator has revealed in 
the scriptural account. 

See the NFL and the 
other domestic violence 
spoken of in the statis¬ 
tics is really highlight¬ 
ing and referencing 
“man” in his “unbe¬ 
lieving” or “believing- 
unbeliever” condition or 
identity. The violence 
toward “wives/women” 
by “the men above” is 
the result of man’s sepa¬ 
ration from his creator 
— a condition he was 
born with — as a result 
of the first Adam/man’s 
disobedience. 

See God the Father 
created Adam/man 
to “rule” over God the 
Father’s creation. To do 
that Adam/man had to 
be in a right relation¬ 
ship with his creator for 
that to happen, which 
the first Adam/man 
was in the beginning. 

He was created in God’s 
image (Genesis 1:27) 7, 
“God created man in 
His own image, in the 
image of God He created 
him; male and female 
He created them.” And, 
that image is one of 
spirit, soul and body and 
it applied to mankind, 
both male and female. 
See the creator called 
them “man,” referenc¬ 
ing their humanity and 
essence and origin as 
humans. 

Adam/man had a 
body made from the 
earth and it looked like 
a normal human body 
in full color (without 
clothes of course) and in 
that body lay dormant a 
“soul-containing a mind, 
a heart and a will” - but 
neither could function 
as neither had received 
“life” yet. Adam/man 
had not yet had the cre¬ 
ator breath his life, God’s 
spirit if you will, into 
that lifeless form that 
was to become Adam/ 
man.” 

It was the spirit of 
God who was to be the 
source of life for Adam/ 
man and when that life 
was injected into Adam/ 
man both the body and 
soul began to function 
as God had designed 
them to function. 

Immediately as the 
physical heart began 
to pump blood through 
this physical body, 
Adam/man came to life 
physically and in soul 
and his mind was able to 
know God, his hear was 
able to love God, and his 
will was able to choose 
God as that was God’s 
original intention. 

At this point in time 
God had not yet brought 
woman on to the scene 


as God had some things 
he wanted Adam/man 
to come to realize before 
he did. 

Let’s discover what at 
least one of those real¬ 
izations was: Genesis 2:19 
19 says out of the ground 
God formed every 
beast of the field and 
every bird of the sky, 
and brought them to the 
[Adam] man to see what 
he would call them; and 
whatever the [Adam] 
man called a living crea¬ 
ture, that was its name. 

Then as Adam/man 
fulfilled God’s directive 
something happened 
in the process, which I 
believe was the creator’s 
intention. Adam/man 
became aware of some¬ 
thing quite significant 
but for Adam there was 
not found a helper suit¬ 
able for him. None of 
God’s creatures would 
fulfill Adam/man’s per- 
sonhood. One can only 
imagine the exchange 
between Adam/man 
and his creator at that 
juncture. 

21: “So the Lord God 
caused a deep sleep 
to fall upon the man, 
and he slept; then He 
took one of his ribs and 
closed up the flesh at 
that place. 22 The Lord 
God fashioned into a 
woman the rib, which 
He had taken from the 
man, and brought her to 
the man.” 

Again one can only 
conjecture Adam/man’s 
first reaction when 
God presented the first 
woman to the first man. 

I leave that response 
to your imagination. 

But one thing for sure 
was that woman was 
“like Adam and not the 
animals” he had just fin¬ 
ished naming; she was 
the one thing needed 
for the creator’s plan to 
fulfill Adam/man’s pur¬ 
pose and bring whole¬ 
ness to his person. 

But, the account 
records Adam/man’s 
words: 23: “The man 
said, ‘This is now bone 
of my bones, and flesh 
of my flesh; She shall be 
called Woman [the word 
“woman” means out of 
man]. Because she was 
taken out of Man.’” 

It is at this point in 
the account that God 
puts an importance and 
significance to woman 
far beyond just gift. 24: 
“For this reason a man 
shall leave his father 
and his mother, and be 
joined to his wife; and 
they shall become one 
flesh. 

Woman being made 
out of Adam/man was 
given a much higher 
and more significant 
value by the creator 
than just a gift, though 
gift was certainly part 
of the package, but not 
the main part: 

First, she had all the 
essential components 
that man/male was 
to have; she had God’s 
life (spirit), and a soul 
with a mind that was 
designed to know God; 
a heart designed to love 
God; and a will designed 
to choose God, and she 
had a physical body. 

Second, she was dif¬ 
ferent (and that secret/ 
mystery is hidden with¬ 
in the word helpmeet); 
she was more than just 
a gift or helper as she 
contained elements that 
would, when allowed to 
function properly, ful¬ 
fill Adam/man so that 
he could realize a level 
of wholeness that God 
the wanted for him, and 
which he hadn’t experi¬ 


enced in the naming of 
God’s creatures or could 
experience in any other 
way. 

Thirdly, she was dif¬ 
ferent physically - no 
more needs to be said at 
this time about that as if 
you don’t know the dif¬ 
ference -1 cannot be of 
further assistance. 

The key point in the 
above passage is that 
God gave woman a role 
and position that was to 
be far more significant 
than just a gift from 
God; she was to be of one 
flesh with man. They 
became one in spirit and 
soul, and one physically 
before the creator. 

Now woman has an 
individual standing 
before her maker, but 
when she has a husband 
and becomes a wife, 
though she keeps her 
individual standing, her 
role has changed: they 
become one flesh. The 
impact of that truth is 
gigantic, that is why 
when a man: “believer, 
unbeliever or believing- 
unbeliever” mistreats 
his wife/woman, he is 
actually mistreating his 
own flesh and picturing 
for all around that this 
is his opinion and view 
of himself. 

Husbands, your wives 
are one flesh with you. 
Your treatment of her 
reveals how you see 
yourself and view your 
identity and value. 

Your mistreatment 
and cruelty only reveals 
who you are and how 
you view you.” And you 
are either showing or 
not showing the truth of 
the old Jewish proverb 
which clearly states: “as 
a man thinks - so is he.” 

But let’s jump back 
to the original point 
of creation in time 
when everything was 
functioning as God had 
designed. As God wanted 
his creation to love him. 


he didn’t want his cre¬ 
ation to be a mere exten¬ 
sion of himself but he 
was to be free to respond 
in love. Therefore, 

God placed within man 
the freedom to choose. 
Michangelo pictured 
that in his fresco in the 
Sistine Chapel when in 
his picture of God creat¬ 
ing Adam/man their 
fingers don’t touch. Man 
is not an extension of 
God, but a unique sepa¬ 
rate creation. 

Now if you have ever 
examined scripture and 
the account you know 
that Adam/man made 
a major will choice that 
changed God’s creation 
dramatically. Adam/ 
man disobeyed God’s 
command to not eat 
of a certain tree in his 
home in a garden called 
Eden. Today we call that 
decision sin and it was, 
but it was the result of 
disobedience on Adam/ 
man’s part. 

Therefore, there 
became a need for resto¬ 
ration or reconciliation. 
That occurred because 
at the moment Adam/ 
man disobeyed, death 
entered into God’s cre¬ 
ation. 

Adam/man died spiri¬ 
tually as God removed 
his spirit from Adam/ 
man; he also died in his 
soul as he lost the abil¬ 
ity in his mind to know 
God, the ability in his 
heat to love God and 
the ability in his will to 
choose God. And Adam/ 
man began to die physi¬ 
cally. 

Man was left with a 
human spirit with no 
power, a soul with no 
ability to communicate 
or know God on his own 
and a body that was 
decaying — though that 
was not evident at the 
that moment. 

Now let’s jump ahead 
to 2014. The article cer¬ 
tainly has meaning and 


hope, but it moved to 
only having meaning 
to believing-spiritual 
man and though it does 
apply to the believing- 
unbeliever man, that 
man who has seen, con¬ 
sidered and responded to 
God the father’s means 
of restoration. But this 
man hasn’t grasped the 
truth that a man named 
Paul had discovered and 
spoke of in his letter to 
group of believers in 
a place called Galatia. 
That is who Brian, from 
my point of view, is 
really speaking to in his 
comments — and they 
are good comments. 
However, the unbeliev¬ 
ing man will always 
reject that view because 
to him he is the center 
of his universe and this 
view is a definite threat 
to that view. 

See, once Brian 
brought in Jesus Christ 
he moves from address¬ 
ing all men to just 
believing man. And, the 
believing-unbeliever 
man is challenged that 
there is more. But, what 
Brian says about the 
subject is true, however, 
it has little or no mean¬ 
ing to the unbeliev¬ 
ing man. And, for the 
believing-unbeliever 
man to him it has little 
to no value either as he 
still thinks and acts like 
the unbelieving man 
because he still see him¬ 
self in charge and only 
needing a higher power 
when things go beyond 
his capabilities or trag¬ 
edy hits. 

Brian should be com¬ 
mended and thanked for 
taking the risk to open 
the door of thought that 
he did with his com¬ 
ments.

A quick wake up call 

Lady Bearcat volleyball advances

SHELBYVILLE - There can be no 
letdowns, no off nights and no look¬ 
ing ahead once a team gets to the 
post-season. 

It does not matter which sport. The 
old adage is still true. 

Anderson County almost found 
that out when the top-seeded Lady 
Bearcats took the court in the 30^^ Dis¬ 
trict Volleyball Tournament Monday 
night at Shelby County High School. 

“We had played Spencer County 
four or five times (actually three) and 
had beaten them, so I think we over¬ 
looked them a little bit,” Anderson 
coach Bob Hardin said. 

Losing a set when the season could 
end that night is a great wake-up call. 

The Lady Bearcats struggled 
through the first set, then regrouped 
to win the next three with ease to 
advance to Tuesday’s district cham¬ 
pionship match and on to the Eighth 
Region Tournament, beginning Mon¬ 
day night. 

Anderson dropped the first set 
18-25, but rallied to the tune of 25-15 
and an emphatic 25-11 and 25-9 in the 
last two sets. 

“I have to give a lot of credit to 
(assistant coach) Corey Sayre,” Hardin 
said. “He really stepped in after that 
first game and motivated the girls to 
come back. He is an excellent motiva¬ 
tional guy.” 

Hardin said that his other assistant, 
Hannah Curry, also helped pick the 
Lady Bearcats up. 

“We told them there was nobody 
out there that had worked has hard 
as we had,” Hardin said. 

Whatever the case, the Lady 
Bearcats perked up and never trailed 
in the final three sets. A kill from 
Bay lee McKenzie pushed Anderson 
to an 8-5 lead in the second set and 
ignited a seven-point run with Katie 
Briscoe serving. 

Spencer stayed within striking dis¬ 
tance at 20-15, but back-to-back kills 
from Emily Couch and McKenzie 
ignited a five-point spurt to end the 
second set.

A roll is what Hardin hopes the 
Lady Bearcats, who improved to 24-6, 
can stay on in the post-season.

FRANKFORT - Through 
the 2014 football season, 
Anderson County had been 
winning by committee.

The Lawrenceburg senior quarter¬ 
back completed 28-of-43 passes for 312

His 312 yards marks the second 
time this season that Russell has 
eclipsed the 300-yard plateau - the 
first Tiger quarterback in the pro¬ 
gram’s history to have two 300-yard 
passing games in a season.

Keeper Thompson

SHELBYVILLE - 
Little went right for 
Anderson County when 
the 30^^ District boys’ 
soccer tournament 
kicked off last Wednes¬ 
day 

Host Shelby County 
erupted for five goals in 
the final 17 minutes of 
the first half on its way 
to a 9-1 thrashing of the 
Bearcats in the district 
semifinals. 

Anderson finished 
the season at 2-11-2 
while Shelby advanced 
to the district champi¬ 
onship game, where it 
lost to Collins, and the 
Eighth Region Tourna¬ 
ment, being played this 
week at Shelby and Col¬ 
lins. 

The game was played 
in a steady drizzle. The 
field was already satu¬ 
rated from several days 
of rain and had already 
hosted another district 
game earlier in the eve¬ 
ning. 

“Obviously, this was 
not the result we want¬ 
ed,” Anderson coach 
Khamisi Campbell said. 
“We talked about being 
organized, being disci¬ 
plined and we talked 


about the field condi¬ 
tions and what they 
would bring, being able 
to serve long balls. We 
talked about knowing 
when to drop off and 
protecting the space in 
behind.” 

Nothing worked. 

Shelby scored quickly, 
tallying with less than 
four minutes gone, 
but Anderson seemed 
determined to make a 
run at the Rockets and 
overcome field soaked 
by two days of rain. The 
rain had let up by kick¬ 
off time, but was still a 
steady, moderate drizzle 
through most of the 
first half. 

Finally, however, 
Shelby broke through 
with 17 minutes to play 
in the first half. 

The Rockets then 
added four more goals 
in the final 10 minutes 
before the break, includ¬ 
ing one with 8.3 seconds 
to go before the horn 
sounded. 

“We got absolutely 
killed,” Campbell said. 
“When we lost posses¬ 
sion, we were not disci¬ 
plined and didn’t stay 
compact. When you go 
6-nil in the first half, it 
is all over.” 

Campbell said his 
halftime speech was 
simple. 

“I told them to play 
for pride and let’s try 


to get one or two quick 
goals,” Campbell said. “It 
never happened and we 
continued to make some 
mistakes. 

“1 was really pleased 
we made some changes. 
We started to get a little 
more organized. We 


changed our formation 
in the second half. They 
tried to stay disciplined 
but it was so tough to 
play in these condi¬ 
tions.” 

Campbell said the 
field was in decent 
shape, even with all of 


the rain. “It had pockets 
of good conditions. Once 
you got it inside the ball 
was going to stop. It is 
hard to recover after 
you get your foot stuck 
in the mud,” he noted. 

Shelby eventually 
extended the lead to 9-0, 


despite having several 
players wearing clean 
jerseys enter the game 
after halftime. 

Anderson finally 
scored on a penalty kick 
with just over four min¬ 
utes to play.

“I want to emphasize

Anderson would 
need to beat East Jes¬ 
samine and Montgom¬ 
ery County, which has 
reportedly been battling 
injuries in the last few 
weeks, would have to 
upset Franklin County 
in a game to be played 
at Montgomery. 

If that happens, 
Anderson wins the dis¬ 
trict with a 4-1 mark 
while Franklin is second 


at 3-2. 

If Franklin wins, both 
the Flyers and Bearcats 
finish at 4-1. Franklin 
wins the tie-breaker by 
virtue of its win over 
Anderson. 

Anderson controls 
its own destiny for the 
two-seed, while East Jes¬ 
samine might still need 
a little help.. If Franklin 
beats Montgomery, then 
the Anderson-East Jes¬ 
samine winner finishes 
second in the district 
regardless of what else 
happens.

However, it was 
apparent that the 
Bearcats were in trou¬ 
ble. When they turned

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Spotted bass back in schools this fall

They were not even 
recognized as a distinc¬ 
tive fish species until 
1927. People for many 
years believed these 
fish only existed in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

In 1956, the Kentucky 
legislature designated 
this species the “Ken¬ 
tucky bass” and made 
them the official state 
fish. Many anglers, 
especially in the south- 
central portion of the 
United States, still call 
the spotted bass a Ken¬ 
tucky bass. 

They pale in reputa¬ 
tion to their black bass 
cousins, the largemouth 
and smallmouth bass, 
but the spunk shown 
once hooked and their 
abundance should 
raise the profile of the 
overlooked spotted bass. 
They are also aggressive 
and readily strike lures. 

It isn’t hard to tell 
when a spotted bass 
strikes. They shake their 
heads violently and 
dive bomb toward the 
bottom. The larger ones 
15 inches and up usu¬ 
ally grow a pronounced 
belly as they mature. 
Spotted bass use that 
girth along with a pow¬ 
erful tail against an 
angler while playing the 
fish, producing as good a 
fight as any comparable 
largemouth bass. 

Medium-light spin¬ 
ning rods with reels 
spooled with 6-pound 
fluorocarbon line is all 
you need for catching 
spotted bass. 

Once the fall winds 
blow, spotted bass 
begin to school up. 

They locate along rock 
bluffs or they suspend 
over points, submerged 
humps or channel drops. 

“At this time of year, 
if you catch one spotted 


bass, keep fishing that 
same spot,” said Chad 
Miles, administrative 
director of the Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife 
Foundation and dedicat¬ 
ed spotted bass angler. 
“There might be 40 or 50 
of them there. Spotted 
bass really school up in 
fall.” 

In early to mid-fall, 
these schools of spots 
often trap a cloud of 
shad against the surface 
and rip into them. Large, 
chrome topwater lures 
tossed into this melee 
draw vicious strikes. 
These same lures fished 
over points, humps and 
channel drops can draw 
spotted bass from a good 
distance below the lure, 
especially on our clear 
water lakes such as Lake 
Cumberland or Laurel 
River Lake. 

John Williams, south¬ 
eastern fisheries district 
program coordinator for 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 


ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources, reports 
Lake Cumberland holds 
a bountiful population 
of spotted bass with 
many fish in the 14- to 
16-inch range. Spotted 
bass make up roughly 
half of the black bass 
found in the lake. 

The main lake points 
from Harmon Creek 
down to Wolf Creek 
Dam hold spotted bass 
from fall through late 
spring. A 4-inch black 
finesse worm rigged on 
a 3/16-ounce Shakey 
head and slowly fished 
down those points is a 
deadly choice. 

A hammered silver 
jigging spoon fished 
along the old Cumber¬ 
land River bluffs in this 
section of the lake also 
produces spotted bass. 
Again, if you catch one 
spotted bass in fall, keep 
fishing the same area 
with the same tech¬ 
nique. You might catch a 


dozen or more. 

Large crappie min¬ 
nows fished on size 1 cir¬ 
cle hooks with two split 
shot lightly clamped on 
the line about 18 inches 
above the hook make 
a powerful choice for 
the large spotted bass in 
Laurel River Lake. The 
water of Laurel River 
Lake is as clear as the air 
and live bait works best. 

The upper end of the 
Craigs Creek arm is a 
spotted bass hotspot on 
Laurel, as are the main 
lake points near the 
dam and in the lower 
section of Spruce Creek. 

The mid-depth res¬ 
ervoirs in southern 
Kentucky hold excellent 
populations of larger 
spotted bass. Barren 
River Lake and Green 
River Lake hold some of 
the largest spotted bass 
in Kentucky. 

Anglers fishing for 
largemouth bass in Ken¬ 
tucky Lake often stum¬ 
ble across a football¬ 
sized spotted bass. The 
secondary points in the 
major bays and creek 
arms in the middle sec¬ 
tion of the lake hold 
some impressive spotted 
bass in fall. 

Smaller profile quar¬ 
ter-ounce football jigs 
in hues of green, brown 
and chartreuse attract 
these fish on Kentucky 
Lake. 

Spotted bass make 
excellent table fare, 
by far the best tasting 
of the black bass spe¬ 
cies, similar to crappie 
in taste and texture. 
There is no minimum 
size limit on spotted 
bass statewide, but they 
still count toward the 
six fish aggregate black 
bass daily creel limit. 

Keeping a few medi¬ 
um-sized spots for the 
table makes a delicious 
and nutritious meal.

Fall breedinff season increases deer movement

Cooler temperatures 
and shorter days bring 
out the fall colors that 
paint Kentucky’s land¬ 
scape in warm hues 
before winter arrives. 

At about the same 
time, the breeding 
instinct in whitetail 
deer stirs, putting them 
on the move and more 
frequently into the 
paths of motorists. 

About half of all col¬ 
lisions between vehicles 
and deer in Kentucky 
occur over the last three 
months of the calen¬ 
dar year, according to 
statistics compiled by 
Kentucky State Police. 
More of these collisions 
are reported in Novem¬ 
ber than in any other 
month. 

“October, November 
and December make up 
the main breeding sea¬ 
son for whitetail deer,” 
said Gabe Jenkins, deer 
and elk program coordi¬ 
nator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “The 
peak is in November.” 

Deer are most active 
around dawn and dusk 
as they look for mates, 
he said State police data 
from 2009-2013 shows 
most vehicle-deer colli¬ 
sions in November occur 
from 5-8 a.m. and 5 p.m.- 
midnight. 


'^e aware of the tim¬ 
ing and time of day and 
your surroundings,” Jen¬ 
kins said. “Think alDout 
where you see deer and 
keep that in mind.” 

Yellow highway signs 
identify deer crossing 
hot spots. Stay alert and 
be cautious as you drive 
through these areas. At 
night, use high-beam 
headlights when appro¬ 
priate. High beams can 
help a driver see twice 
as far. 

Should you encounter 
a deer in the road, slow 
down but only steer to 
avoid hitting the animal 
if it can be done safely. 
Swerving can confuse 
the deer even more and 
increase the likelihood 
of a crash, Jenkins said. 
Allow the deer to leave 
the roadway but keep 
in mind that other deer 
may be in the immedi¬ 
ate area. 

Above all, remember 
to wear your seat belt. 
It’s the law in Kentucky. 
Most people injured or 
killed in vehicle-deer 
collisions were not wear¬ 
ing a safety belt, accord¬ 
ing to state police. 

The 2,985 vehicle- 
deer collisions reported 
last year accounted for 
less than 3 percent of 
all vehicle collisions 
statewide, according to 
state police data. There 
were no fatalities result¬ 
ing from vehicle colli¬ 
sions with deer in the 
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state in 2012 or 2013, and 
the number of people 
injured in these types of 
crashes in Kentucky has 
decreased every year 
since 2008. 

“We’ve worked with 
the Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet over 
the years to identify 
high-risk areas,” Jenkins 
said. “Transportation 
crews have cleared areas 
along the roadways to 
give motorists a better 
field of view to see deer 
and to be more aware of 
their surroundings.” 

Biologists estimate 
Kentucky has about 
1 million deer and 
attribute the increased 
movement in fall to 
breeding activity, not 
hunting pressure. Hunt¬ 
ing lowers deer density. 

Some of the highest 
collision rates are found 
in counties with high 
deer densities. Boone 
County led the state 
the previous five years 
with an average of 154 
vehicle-deer collisions 
per year followed by 
Hopkins (116), Campbell 
(103), Jefferson (100) and 
Hardin (95) counties, 
according to state police 
data. 

Of the 10 counties 


with the highest aver¬ 
age of vehicle-deer col¬ 
lisions from 2009-2013, 
according to state police 
data, more than half are 
classified by Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife as 
Zone 1 counties. The 
department sets deer 
hunting season dates 
and bag limits by zone. 
In a Zone 1 county, a 
hunter may harvest an 
unlimited number of 
does (female deer) so 
long as they have pur¬ 
chased the appropriate 
additional deer permits. 

“A Zone 1 county is 
where we’re trying to 
get a reduction in the 
deer herd,” Jenkins said. 
“We realize there are 
too many and we’re try¬ 
ing to give our hunters 
ample opportunity to 
take as many antler¬ 
less deer as they can. 
Does are what drive the 
population - the more 
does our hunters can 
take in Zone 1, the better 
we do with population 
control.”
